C. F. Strang died ai ten o'clock this 
morning in the 52nd year of his age 
after an extended illness. Although 
ill and almost an invalid for a year, 
tha last afd worst attack, from which 
death resul¢ed, came on Friday, . the 
80th Nav., tem days ago. Hd was con- 
fined to his bed on_ Friday, and three 
days afterwards passed into an. uncon- 
scious state from jhich he never 
awoke. p 

Mr. Strang has been prominent in 
Edmonton business and municipal af- 
fairs for many years and his death 
will be, felt as a/ldss ta the whole <om- 
munity. Mr. Strang came to Edmon- 
tom in 1882. He was fas a time man- 
ager ‘of Moore & Mat:Dowell’s lumber 
ing business here, and was later man- 
ager for Lafferiy & Moore, bankers, 
who established the first bank in Ed- 
monton, He'then entered the employ- 
meat of Messrs. Ross Pros.; hardware 
merchants, with whom he continued 
for twelve years. In December  -of 


1898 he entered intd partnership with ; 


gas, A. Stovel, under the firm name 
‘ot Storel & Strang, which pariner- 
ship continmed: until his death. He wasa 
member of the first and several sub- 
se4uient municipal councils of the 
town of Edmonton, and was a piromin- 
ent, member of the Edmonton board of 
trade; of which he was president at 
thei ‘time of his death. Het was also a 
prominent ‘member of the masonic or- 
der and for years was secretary of 
the Edmonten school board, In Aug- 
ust of 1889, he married) Emily, daugh- 
ter of Jas. Price, of Belmont, who 
with ane son survives him, 


Mr, Strang was born in Hamilton, 
Ont. From there he come ta Winni- 
pediaad was for a time in the employ 
of Jas, H. Ashdown, the leading hard- 
ware merchaat there, before coming 
ta Edmonton, He was acknowledged 
to 'be one of ‘the ‘best posted herdware 
mea. of the wast, 


Two brathers of 'the deceased resid- 
edéin Wiunizeg for many years, where 
they occupieda prominent. position, in 
business circles. It is remarkable and 
melancholy as well that news of the 
sudden death of the elder brother, Reb- 
ert arrived by telegraph just! as Mr, 
Colin Sitrang was passing away.

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“AN ABSENT MINDED WAR.” 


The foregoing is the title of a little 
wok recently published in England 
which deals in very plain English with 
the training and abilities of the of- 

.s ani soldiers of the British army. 


The ilfumination! of the cover clever- 


ly aniappropriately gives the book the 
ppearanne of being tied up with red 
taps. The title paga bears the fol- 
jowing: “An Absent Minded War, 
Being some reflections on our reverses 
and the causes which have led to them. 
By a British staff officer.” 

Whoever the writer is he does not 
fail ‘to express himself very clearly and 
unmistakeably as to what is the mat- 
ter with the British army. Nor dbes 
ha seek to minimize the serious nature 
of the trouble or its possible results. 
An idea of the contents of the book 
may be gathered from the headings 
of the chapters. They are: A War 
and the Army. The Training of the 
Regimental Officers. The Training of 
the General Officers, The Training 
of the soldiers. The Despatches of the 
Generals. The Strategy of the War. 
Some Points to ba Looked into. Spion 
Kop Despatches. This book has al- 
ready reached its fourth edition in 
England, berause it says at a later 
stage of the war what Charlie ‘Shaw 
was bounced from the position of cor- 
respondent for saying at an earlier 
etage. So much for the wisdom which 
comes by experience—the school of 
fodis, «

some militery training: all commissions 
except off coarse at a time of emergen-

two trainings, not counting a course 
oO ruit’s drill with a militia - 
ftalion. It must be understood that at 


I it, T am only dealing with regi- 
nD officers af our cavalry and in- 
fantry of the line. who after ali form 
t rgest proportion of the officers 
af our army, and upon whose efficiency 
or inefficiency most momenious results 
may depend, 

First of all, what are the main quali- 
fications which entitle a youth to 
aspire to a commission in Her Ma jest 
ty's forces, apart from the ability to 
pass certain not particularly searcha 
ing edmcational and physical tests? 
This will depend in great measure on 
the branch of the service which be; 
wishes ta belong to. If he will be con- 
tent with the iess showey role of an

Under secretary for war himself, who 
denounced it as a scands! from _ his 
place im parliament, that no one san 
exist in) a cavalry regimenit. unless he 
ba furnished with a privaite incoma of 
at least five hundyed a year ($2,500) 
beside his pay. In very many smart 
regiments such an allowance would 
be ridiculously inadequate. It may be 
taken es the minimum on which a care- 
ful youngster can exist in a quiet 
corps. I don’t think Mr. Wyndham 
used too strong language when hecall- 
ed this a scandal, for a scandal it is, 
and one which may have the mast 
serious consequences some of these 
days on the military history of this 
empire, I can a!lmost imagine I can 
see a monumen’ erected to the mem- 
ory of the departei British Empire, 
with ‘an inscription in letters of brass 
—no of gold, of course—to this effect: 
“Wrecked by a cavalry subaltern! with 
a thousand a year...” 

To some of my ‘non-military readers 
this may sound the veriest rhodom- 
ontede, bot. I can assure them that 
I am perfectly serious, as it is impos- 
sible ta over estimata the importance 
af the duties which may at any mom- 
ent fall to the cavalry subaltera in 
warfare. The junior officer of infan- 
try may find himself in trying situa- 
‘ions in fact he is pretty certain to 
do sq in service, butt it) will be exceed* 
ingly rare for him to find himself in a 
position of such enormous responsibil- 
ity as that im which the cavalry offi- 
cer, even of the mosi junior grade, may 
find himself at any moment, in the 
course af a campaign, It,is « truism 
that tha mounted troops form the eyes 
and ‘ears of an army in the field. The 
army whose eyes are blind and whase 
ears are deaf is ‘likely to fare poorly in 
a cainpaign, 

Yet we see that in our service we 
trust the security of our forces to men 
whose principal recommendation is 
that they can command a private in- 
come of not less than five hundred a 
year. It is obvious that, owing to the 
fact that cavalry officers require soa 
large an income, there can oaly be a 
limited number of applicants for caval- 
ry commissions, but our cavalry must 
ba olficered somehow, consequently, we 
sea thalt owing to the absence of com- 
petition, ignoramuses who would not 
have a chance of a commission in the 
infantry of the line are gladly walcom- 
ed into the mounted branch, im which 


above all others high intelligence and 
a trained appreciation bath of a coun- 
o* cti sitUation are par- 

ularlw ies ie, nave “aii 
heard enough of the manner in which 
faulty reconnaisance has lel us in this

THE PREFERENTIAL TRADE. 

The Commercia). Intelligencer of Lon- 
don. Eng., says: 

The election in the Dominion of Can- 
ada is worth mare attention than is be- 
ing bestowed, upon it by most people in 
this country. The issues are ‘fairly 
clear. On! the one hand stand Charles 
Tupper and the supporters of recipro- 
city in preferential trading: on the 
other Sir Wilfrid Laurier and those 
wha see with him {that it is impossible 
for Britain to fiscally favor Canadian 
produce, 

The reciprocity party were strongly 
represented at the congress of cham- 
bers of commerce of the empire held 
im London in the summer, Our read- 
erg ‘will remember bow, the battle was 
set in array and raged furiously in 
Fishmongers’ Hall betaveen the free 
traders anc protectionists. True not 
much came ol it, if we except the ven- 
tilation) of a matter Which is undoubt- 
edly becoming a very serious question 
in Imperial politics, We can sym- 
Fathize with the protectionist who 
asks, ‘not why British\goods should re- 
ceive preferential treatment, but why 
hq@ does not get some quid pro gud in 
the markets of the motherland. But 
Cannda’s exports consist largely of fodd 
stuffs, and to give them a preference 
Britain must tax those coming from 
elsewhere.ani she cannot afford ‘to tax 
her ipeople’s bread. Moreover, in spite 
af \the preference the average duty 
paid by British goods entering Canada 
is higher than that paid by United 
States goods as we recenily showed. 
Canaia’s share in our import trade is 
small. In a speech mada by the pre- 
mier df Ontario in 1897, this point was 
clearly brought! out. Mr. Ross gave 
the figures of British, imports for that 
year and Canada’s cantribution to 
them:

During the season a total of 86 
miles of new rail'was laid on new ex- 
tensions and a large amount of grad- 
ing to bo laid with steel hext spring. 

The largest amount of work was 
ddne on the Pipestore extension, naw 
completed to Arcola. Here 31 miles of 
rait has been laid. Work on'“thig line 
during the past month has been in 
ballasting and fully completing the 
linia te the terminus, 

On the MecGregor-Varco line track 
has been laid for 26 miles and 10 miles 
of grading beyond Wellwood, the pres- 
ent terminus, has beea done. Besides 
Wellwooi, a new station 17 miles out 
from McGregor has been established.

(ttrecklaying’ ang are still at work: on 
this line, completing the “y” and 
other terminal matters, which when

SOUTHERN ALBERTA. _ 

This Western Canada is so big ‘that 
people living in one part are apt to 
know very little about what is going 
on in other parts. Progress in Northern 
Alberta has bean so rapid during: the 
rast two or three years that we are apt 


to imagine that other parts of the 
country must be standing still because 
we are going ahead so'rapidly. This is 
a mistake. All pants of the west from 
tha\Great lakes to the Pacific are pro- 
gressing as never before. In po part 
outs de of Northern Alberta is this pro- 
gress more marked thani in: the more 
southerly .part of Southern Alberta. 
Four years ago the MacLeod and Leth- 
bridge districts were isolated and back- 
ward. The two chief towns could both 
he reache 1 by train, but! railway con- 
nection! had not so far meant. develop- 
ment. It was essentially a standstill 
country, and had stood still for so long 
that no one looked for improvement 
and many declared themselves a4 dis- 
tinktly opposed to it.. . 

The shriek of the engines on tthe 
Crow’s Nest railway seems ta have 
wakened the whole region: into, active 
live. Lethbridge, MacLeod, Pincher 
Creek and Cardston are alli « thriving 


and busy places, and the improvement | 


ia the appearance of all of them is very 
marked. ton : : 
Lethbridge was always a 
town, and had the advantage of direct 
railway connection with the United 
States, as an outlet! for its coal. But 
it had no interior connection for the 
development of business. Now it hasia 
share in the wholesaie trade of the 
Kootenay, tewards which its United 
Staites railway connection is 1 great 
help. Situated on the Jevel, dry,: bare 
prairie, three hundred feet above. the 
rivet there was no beauty’ of situation 
tif attraci or retain population. With 
the construction of tha great St. Mary’s 
irrigation caual. so that the water of 
the rive: which formerly passed! three 
hundred feet below now. runs' in clear 
streams along the sides of the resi; 
dence and business screets and around 
tha public square, there will come the 
planting of trees, the cultivation of 
fldwers and gardens and generally the 
beautifying of the town ani tbe utilize 
ation of what was formerly . waste 
ground ia its vicinity. So that from 
being one of the least’ attractive it is 
likely to become one of the most at- 
tractive residence towns in Alberta 


MacLeod, the capital of Southern({Al- 
berta, the typical cow, town\ has lost 
much uf its originality, under the in- 
fluenee of a dpily railway time ‘table, 
but accepts with good grace the im- 
portance accruing from being a rail- 
way junction, and still retains its sup 
remacy as a trade centre. The hand- 
some houses which have been built 
within the past three years ave an evi- 
dene, of growing business aiid of con- 
fidence in the future, which is backed 
up by increase of settlement in the 
surrounding country particularly ito 
the westward, on the Parcuginc hills; 
a tract “hich was for many years !ook- 
ed upon as worthless for purposes of 
settlement, but which now, supports a 
large and increasing population’ of 
smal] ranchers. Increase of  settle- 
ment in the flat prairia immediately 
sutrounding MacLeod will depead very 


uch on the utilization of the water 
ot the Old Man ‘river and its tributar- 


ies for irrigation ywrposes. As the riv- 
er valley is not deep andthe fall of/ the 
country towards the east is consider 
able, the work of leading, the water 
of the river dni to tha uplands would be 
a comparatively, inexpensive matter. 
Sq far, however, irrigation infthe Mac- 
Leod district is confined ita the bottom 
lands along the streams, wherer excel- 
lent crops of grain and vegetables were 
grown during the past two seasons 
even without irrigation, In the ele- 
vated and broken region of the Por- 
cupines the rainfall is greater than on 
the lower plains, and creeks + and 
gprings are numerous, so thait: irriga- 
tiga is not as absolutc{ a necessity as 
on the plaing, andis in) many cases 
more; easily attained, quite withia the 
reach of individual effort. 


Pincher Creek is a prettily situnted 
yillaga.on the stream of that name at 
the beginning of the foothills of the 
Rockies. Although the railrvad pass- 
es two miles away ta the north and 
the station is four miles distant from 
its business ceutre, the village has 
gown and improved exceedingly, as 
thea inumber of handsame cottages and 
residegoes recently erected amply 
testify. As Lethbridge has its canal (in- 
dustry and MaeLeod is the centre of 
the cattle ranching industry, sd Pin- 
cher Creek is tha centre of trade for 
the foothill region, where settlement 
has come in attracted by ‘the fine scen- 
ery, ‘the sxceljent soil, thd mildness of 
the climate, the comparative abund- 
ance of water for stock in springs, 
creeks and ponds, the greater abund- 
ance of hay and the nearness to timber. 
It, would take too Jong to teil how set- 
tlers actual and prospective, have been 
headed off as much as possible from 
these advantages in the pasty and haw 
the country has thereby been held 
back, as much by restrictive govern- 
raent regulations and administration 
as by the lack of railway facilities, 
Now that ‘he foothills have been pienc- 
683 by a railway, which has created a 
market in {he Kdatenay. and mada it 
accessibia to ‘the ranchers of the foot- 
hills, new, life is necessarily inspired 
inf ‘the people, whose energies have in- 
greased es their opportunity has wid- 
ened. Oats, hay, potatoes and other 
vegetables are shipped in’ large, quan- 
tities from Pincher Oreek to — ;the 
Kootenay, as well as cattle; and the 
new! era to just begun. 

Tha surface of the foothills is valu- 
able for agrisulture and grazing, but 
an asset of even greaten Vailas is con 
tained within thera. Coal deposits 
crap out in many placed and - bave 


railway ' 
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beon worked-for years for lowal use. 
But siuce the great mining develop- 
ment of the Kgotenay an‘ unlimited de- 
mand for coking voal hag arisen, a We- 
mand, which tne mines a Pernic, just 
west of the summit, are unable 
ta supply. Cereful examination dur- 
ing the pagt couple of years has prov- 
en. that the coking quality of the coal 
is not. confined ito the, west slope of 
the Rockies, but exists on the east 
slope as well, At Livingstone Siding 
On the Crow's Nest road, about twenty 
miles west of Pinjher Creek, a wealthy 
Montana company under the superin- 
tendencs of Mr. Cowan, has a large 
force of men at work and expensive 
machinery on the ground developing 
a mine of coking’ coul. It: is supposed 
that Mr. Odwan ia working cithor di- 
rectly ‘or indirectly in thé interestqaf 
the| great smelters ac Butte and Ani- 
conda, Monitiana, and @hat with the de- 
velopment oif tine coa! mines at Living- 
stone will come the construction of a 
railway along the foothills from the 
smelting centres of Montana. 
rate money is being speht in large 
amount, both in actual development 
and in speculative purchases of coal 
lands at +ha present time: 

Further west and actually within 
the pass the Alberta Railway: & Coal 
Cou Lany, more commonly known - as 
the Galt Company, of Lethbridge, are 
opening a coal mine, and still further 
west stili another company is _pros- 
pecting fdr coal, on land: which is di- 
vided fram the Fernie company's tract 
by the undefined line of the summit 
of the mountain range. When the 
Crow's Nest railway charter was 
granted it was supposed ihat the orig- 
inal British Columbia company had se- 
eured a mondpoly of the coking coal 
lands adjoining the railway. It now 
appears that they oaly have the fringe 
of these deposits, and that erst of ‘the 
summit! ‘the supply is as easily. acces- 
sible and is so unlimited that it can- 
nat be cornered. That the great coal 
industry of the futureisonthe east 
and not on thy weat stie of ths summits 

Although ‘the scenery in the, Crow's 
Nest ¢ass dovs not compare in sublim- 
ity, with that im the Kicking Horse, it 
is still well worth seeing, Near Liv- 
ingstone coal mines there is a beauti- 
ful fall on the Middle Fork of the Old 
Maa’s river, Which offers power as well] 
as exhibits beauty, The Crow’s Nest 
lake in the (piss ix a pretty sheet 
@f water, and near Blairmore: also in 
tha pass, is a mineral spring which is 
reported to have many curative prop- 
erties A saw mill has beer establish- 
ed at Blairmore by Peter McLaren, the 
great lumber man of Ottawa, who has 
extensive timber limits in the foot- 
hills, and in the pass. What the 
Crow’s Nest pass lacks im scepery cs 
compared with the Kicking Horse, it 
makes up in utility as a transport 
route. The maximum grade of the 
railway through the pass is one per 
cent while a part of ihe grade thrdugh 
the Kicking Horse is four per cent. The 
difference which this makes in the 
cost of railroading can oaly be fully 
appreciated by railroad experts; but 
anyoue can uuderstand that where,(the 
greati traffic is in coal, coke, ore, Jum- 
ber and such like heavy articles, any 
cheapening in the cost of haul must 
have an important effect towards 
crease of production, 

Soma fyears ago quite an, excitement 
was gotten up about coal oil on the 
North Fork of the Koatenay river in 
the foot hiils, south of, Pincher Creek. 
Many claims were stakei and an effort 
was made to develop, which: proved 
abortive. Finally the excitement died 
out, and the general public began to 
ldak upon the excitement as; a fraud. 
Recently there bas been a revival of 
interest, and the existence oJ oil has 
been thovoughly established, so much 
sd ‘that during the past seasom a set* 
tier who had established himself in 
thie vicinity made a ‘business of colleat- 
ing the crude oil irom the surface and 
by, it is said, putting’ it through a 
cream separator, producing a lubri- 
cating oii which he sold regularly in 
Cardston, The locality is now! com- 
paratively easy of access, and can be 
reached by vailway extension  wiith- 
out great difficulty, if the» develap- 
ment warrants, One or mdre com- 
panies are being formed to !deve'op on 
a large scale, aid no doubt active work 
will commence next scason. Of course 
this is only an\ industry. in prospect, 
ut in view of the decreasing flow 
from eastern oil wells it@ possibilities 
are infinite and wel] worthy the at- 
tig of capital. ; 

In the angle between the © Rocky 
Mountaias and the international bound- 
ary lying south of the Blood Indian 
reserve, partly climbing over the) foot- 
hills and portly extending! out on the 
clains, is the Cardston settlement ‘and 
tdwn, This settlement was started 
about 1889 by Mormon rfilgrims. from 
tah. under circumstances which were 
far from promising, Lethbridge 50 
miles away, was the nearest railway 
goint, The people were poor and qw- 
ing: te their isolatign had to depend on 
the success of their exertions in wrest- 
ing a living from a region frowned 
down on by tha snvw. tapped Rockies 
to the west and in danger of the drouth 
of the limitless arid plains to the east. 
But the snows of the Rockies gave 
moisture, and the dry winds gave 
warmth, and between the twa by judi- 
cious location and careful cultivation, 
the new settlers managed tol wring a 
living from the nit too willing ground. 
With experience the result of success 
im the mountaineous territory of Utah, 
success was achieved at Cardston, and 
oace it was established that! crop was 
a practical possibility setlement be- 
gam to increase in the district. There 
is a general impressign thatj the suc- 
cess achieved by the Cardstom settlers 
in rearing crop: is the result of irriga- 
tion, This is not the case. There may

be an occasional ditch used to iead 
some spring or small creek so as to ir- 
rigate for hay, but the crop is raised 
by what 'the settlers‘cal} dry farming. 
The principle of dry farming! is that 
the farmer has other means of sub- 
sistenca if his urdp(fails. In the Card- 


ston district this other means of sub- 
sistencais caitle, The farmer sows as 
much crop as he can handle withdut 
cash outlay. If it comes, well and 
goad, He is that much ahead, If it 
does not come, ho is only, qut his seed 
aod labor, and has his stock {to pull 
him through. Under these conditions 
the farmer can afford to take chances 
on crop that he dared not take unde 
other ciroumstances, | And in the 
Cardston district the praportion a 
success to failure is largely in favor of 
success, and becoming more and more 
so every year as conditions are be- 
coming betiter understood. The ori- 
ginal Cardston settlement at the junc- 
tion of Lees Creek and ‘the St. Mary’s 
river is now a busy ‘tawn, with hand- 
sonie and well supplied general stores, 
and ail other establishments which ga 
to mak euf a smort place, including 
a first class rolley process flour mill 
run by water power from ‘the St. 
Mary’s river. Enouigh iocal wheat 
was grown during the season of '99 to 
keep this mill grinding until the fall 
of 1906. The ciop of 1900 was much 
iargert than that of 1899. Spread aut 

towards the mountains from Cardston 
and the village settlements of Leavett, 
Mountain View, and Caldwell and 
southeasterly towards ‘the plains, 

Aetna, Boundary Creck, Taylor and 
Kimball, 


South of Cardston, about twenty- 
five miles, and across the International 
boundary, on the southerly and east- 
terly slope of Chief Meuntain there 
has been developed quite a ‘mining ex- 
citement during the past summer. The 
mineral is copper atid several prop- 
erties are reportei to be very rich. 
The discoveries were made several 
years ago, but owing to the finds be- 
ing on an Indian reservation, ‘there 
wus oo attemgit at development’ until 
lasti ‘yoar as a result) of the finds that 
part of the reserve wag thrown open 
ta mineral jocaition. The mines are on 
a westerly tributary of the St. Mary’s 
river called the Swift Current, and a 
boom ‘town of that name has resulted. 
A stage line runs from Cardston and 
most of the trade and traffic to the 
mines is from that point, as the route 
being up the valley of the St. Mary’s is 
much easier than from the nearest 
commercial centre dn the United 
States side, as a divide would have to 
be crossel to reach the St. Mary’s val- 
ley. The importance of these cepper 
discovéries at Swift Current is not so 
much in themselves—va)uable though 
they may be.—ag injthe fact that they 
establish the existence of profitably 
workable mineral deposits on the 
easterly slope of the ‘Rockies, close to 
thie line while it has hitherto been gen- 
erally taken for granted that the east- 
erly slope in Catadian territory. was 
barren of mineral. There is no reuson 
ta believe that the 49th parallel marks 
the limit of valuable mineral deposits 
towards the north. Already as a re- 
sult of these discoveries, a, sharp im- 
petus has been given ta mineral pros- 
pecting in the Rockies ont the Canada 
side. ‘ 

Lying easterly cd northeasterly 
from Cardston |towards Lethbridge be- 
tween the St. Mary’s riverx| and the 
Milk river ridge which lies between 
the ‘river and the Taternational bound- 
ary ‘is a comiaraltively flat: country of 
good clay soil, but lacking! ‘the mois- 
ture which makes the less inviting | 
looking foothills a better region for 
farming. This tract of country was 
chiefly taken up by the Jani grant of 
the Alberta Railway Company. It 
had soil, situnities and climate, but 
lacked the moisture necessary to make 
it produce crop and wes {therefore only 
saleable as grazing land. If it were 
possible to bring water on’ to this land 
ittcould be made ta produce abundant- 
ly, and. so attain a valuq that otherwise 
was not possible, The -;vater was 
there, ia the St. Mary’s river, but the 
costlof leading the water! of that river 
oub of its deep valley and up to the 
level of the prairie in sufficient quan- 
tity to supiply the needs of such a 
vast) stretch of country, was necessar- 
ily! so great that there: ay peared ta be 
nol prospect of the money being secur- 
ed, Mr. E. T, Galt, mamager of ithe 
Coal & Reilway Company, took ithe 
matter up, ami succeeded in enlisting 
the necessary capital in the enterprise, 
and after two years arduous labor the 
water of the St, Mary’ was last fall 
turned into a channel which carried 
iti out of the valley; through a range 
of! rolling hills, and out: on ito the level 
prairie, where it could) be used ito give 
life and growth and luxuriance, where 
before there was only the short buf- 
fald grass of the greatélains, From 
the intake of the ditch on the east 
bank of the St. Mary's seme miles 
above Cardston to Stirling where it 
crosses the track of the’ Great Falls 
and Canada erailway, tae distance is 
some (0 miles, with # branch of some 
20 miles in length! ta Lethbridge. Not 
the least remarkable thing about! this 
ditch or canal is that it carries the 
water of the St; Mary’s: a branch of 
the Saskaltchewar, across the divide 
and emfities its surplue water in- 
to’ a caylee which is tributary to the 
Missouri, The water which left ‘the 
mountains in a channel destined for 
Hudson’s Bay is directed across the 
height of land and finds its way into 
the Gulf of Mexico, 


In connection with the construction 
of the ditch was a.cpllonization scheme, 
whereby settlers from Utah, with a 
practical knowledge of irrigation were 
offered inducements to work on the 
ditch and at the same time acquire

new, towns have been established; Ma- 
grath, od the ditch 20 miles southwest 
of Lethbridge on the trail to Cardston, 
and Sterling on the Great Falisi and 
Canada railwag about eighteen miles 
southeast of Lethbridge. The new 
towns are abort twenty miles apart, 
ani the country betweem is al] irrig 
able. At both settlements consider- 
able crop was scwn during the past 
season, and although the water was 
not turned into the ditch) in time to 
be of service the yields at Magrath 
were good. At Stirling, being further 
east, there was less rainfall than at 
Magrath ani the craps did not do as 
well. But with the water available as 
it will be next season, both settle- 
ments are confident of complete suc- 
cess for the future. Of course the 
matter is still in its experimental 
stage, but when a year or two of suc- 
cess has demonstrated the advantage 
ofl irrigation it is confidently expected 
that population and cultivation will 
increase rapidly in what was until last 
year an uninhabited region. 

Imcpnnection with the canal scheme 
the Galt company has projected a rail- 
way. to follow the canal from Stirling 
westerly. This road was completed to 
Spring Coulee, thirty miles from Stir - 
ing last fail, and it is expected that 
it will be completed 20 miles further 
ta ‘Cardston or vicinity next fall. There 
is! some idea thniti the intention of the 
company is to build along the St. 
Mary's across the bownlary to the 
Swift Current mines,and thereby hold 
the of that mining region for 
Caineda, This road, like the Great 
Falls and Canada of which it is a 
branch, is narrow guage. It was aid- 
ed by the government at! the .rate of 
$2,500 ia cash per mile. In! connection 
with the construction of this road 
comes up the question of the interests 
ci the fowa of Cardston. There is ng 
cgubt that the trade of the settlemenits 
which centre at Cardston is an ‘im- 
portant inducement for the construc- 
tion of the new railway. It is aiso evi- 
dent that if the railway is completed 
to a point nearly as convenient as 
Cardstoa for transacting the business 
of the surrounding fountry, that 
point would have a certain) advantage 
over Cardstbn as a town site, and 
business and investment in the pre- 
sent town of Cardston would be corres- 
pondingly injwred. The town is on 
the opposite side of the St. Mary's 
from the railway, and io order to 
reach the town the rajiway would have 
to cross the river, entailing an expense 
far beyond the proportionate mileage 
boous. Itis certainly a case in which 
the government should step in, and 
make the granting of further bonuses 
to the railwaly conditiona! upon; their 
actually entering the town of iard- 
ston even if something extra had to 
ba paid on account of the cost of cross- 
ing the river. The work which hag 
beem done by the pioneers of Cardston 
in establishing cultivation and siviliza- 
tion in this remote corner of the 
Northwest should be recognized by the 
complete protection of their interests 
ia the important matter of 
connectinn,

Speaking generally of the district of 
which ‘the principal points hava just 
been mentioned, it may be said that 
it is the great cattle and sheep country 
of Canada.

The cattle industry has thriven 
greatly during the past few years, so

PROM THE F T NORTE. 

J. W. Bell, of the geological survey 
department. whose arrival from the 
north ‘was briefly noted in Fridav’s is- 
sue went north in July, 1899, with Dr. 
Bell, also of the same depariment,ijwho 
was senti cut to make’ an exploratory 
geological survey of the shores of 
Great Slave iake. Dr. Bell returned 
the following winter and his report on 
the geological formations and ore in- 
dications of Great Slave jake has al- 
ready been made fublic. Mr. J. W. 
Bell remained ait the lake during the 
winter and.in the spring went dewn 
the Mackenzie river to Fort Norman, 
atiwhich point the Bear river, flowing 
from Great Bear lake, meets the Mac- 
kenzie. Mr. Bell’s party proceeded to 
Great Bear lake and made as full an 
examination as the time would far- 
miti of the geological formations there. 
The lake was crossed and tha parry 
headed for the Coppermine river which 
empties into Coronation gulf on the 
A otic ocean. This river was alsd‘ex- 
2 jined and followed down to within 
; gout thrity miles of its mouth, The 
- arty were then in the land af the 
Eskimo, many of whom were seen. The 
Eskimo are of a timid nature. They 
would associate with the Indian pack+ 
ers, but the whites men, Mr. Bell and 
Mr. Camsell, they would run from. 
When once their fears were dispelled 
they, showed kindly and hospitable na- 
(tures. Great Bear lake is a maguifi- 
cent body of water, and is literally 
teeming with fish. The surrounding 
country is hi @ and rocky, but not to 
as great en ‘ant as the country 
around Great Sl © iake. It was the 
28th, of July before the ice left Great 
Bear lake. Almost ‘the entire sammer 
was spent in exploration there, and 
from the Coppermine river the party 
returned by another route, coming 0Ut 
to Fort Rae. This trip necessitated 68 
yortages, and was through a new \cbun- 
try. Fort Rae was reached about the 
middie of September, from whence the 
party came on to Chipewyan and; out 
by dog tears to Laic la Biche. 

A strange ‘ncaident occurred whilejon 
the Coppermine river. One of the as- 
sistants ‘was an American, engaged at 
Resolution, named Chas. Bunn. About 
the time the Coppermine river was 
reached Lunn’ complained to Mr. Beil 
that he did not feel well enough to 
continue. The party had only thirty 
miles more to go before they. ‘00, in- 
tended returnug, so Bunn, with one 
of the Indian packers was sent back 
tm the. last camp, fifteen miles back, 
to wai the party’s return, A well 
peaten th led back to the camp 
When Mr. 1] and the other members 
of the party returned there they 
‘ound that Bunn-had never come back. 
Yhe Indian had gone on abead, as he 
had been told to prepare camp and 
Bunn said he would follow in slowly. 
@hat was the last time he was seen. 
The party spent seven days hunting 
for him but without avail He had 
frequently expressei his desire of do- 
ing some extiloring on his own accqunt, 
and was also anxious to go down the 
Coppermine river to its mouth where 
there was a probability of there being 
whaling vessels. I¢ is sywpposed/thajt 
with this object im view he deserted. 
He had Mr. Bell’s rifle and ammuni- 
tion and game was plentiful. There 
were alsd numbers of friendly Eskimo 
in the country. Bunn's disappearance 
was freported, to the police at the first 
ost arrived at, Chipewyan.

Bell was accompanied on his trip by 
Obas. Camsell, soa of J. S. Camsall.

DREDGING FOR GOLD AT EDMONTON. 

Free Press. 


Mr George Macfarlane, mansger of 
the Saskatchewan River Gold and 
Platinum Dredging Proprietory, was in 
the city yesterday on his way to Eng- 
land, and was seen by a Free Press 
representative as to what progress in 
gold dredging was being made on the 
Saskatchewan and wha't the prospects 
were, Mr. Maciarlane, who is an 
Australian by birth and has been en- 
gaged in mining all his life, gave the 
following information in reply ta the 
query of the Free Press: 


“The company which I represent is 
an English company controlled by the 
Universal Corporation ani the Dis- 
coverers’ Finance Corporation, both of 
London. England. ‘fhe company has 
a capital af £250,000, a good deal of 
which is held by Canadians, chiefly in 
Montreal. The company last year put 
a dredge at work and spent about 
$75,000 on development work, but 


owing to the machinery not being of 
the best class the returns were net 


anything near what we looked for. 
The returns per ton of the stuff treat- 
ed were satisfactory enough, but we 
could not jift the stuff. 1, therefore, 
went to New Zealand for the purpose 
of studying the work there. ln New 
Zealand they. have been experiment- 
ing since 1865, but. practically it is 
only during the last four years that 
they jhave made a success of i) and at 
tLe present time there is a big boom 
going on. The capital necessary for 
the work ia New, Zealand is found by 
the ‘working people mostly. hey are 
rot asking ‘for outside carital. Many 
of the places they are now working 
with success is ground that has been 
gone over three times, the last time 
by Chincse, who are noted for clean- 
ing up everything possibie. The 
dredges now iu use in New Zealand 
cost on an average $25,000, each 
bucket dredge lifting 2,000 or 3,006 
yards a day and an average cost of 
two cents per yacd per day Days ex- 


penses. In the Saskatchewan we 
wili have to allow, a littie extra on 
account of the black sand and the
